Then — in 1932 — when Adolf 
Hitler first began demonstrating 
his future plans, with character- 
istic Teutonic cunning Goering 
seized his chance and set about 
driving the world towards war. 

He challenged Britain, France, 
America and the Soviet Union to| 
an air-armament race, in defiance| 
of every agreement Germany had} 
signed. 

He “commanded ” 
people to become a 
Fliers "—to “avenge 
comrades of 1914-1918.” And, on 
May Day, 1934, the writer stood 
beside the pot-bellied ex-captain, 
General Goering, Air Minister for 
Germany, at the Tempelhof Air- 
field, Berlin, when the Nazi war- 
makers were inaugurating the 
Luftwaffe. 

Goering and Hitler were careful; 
to claim that the new “Corps of 
German Air Men” was purely 
sporting in character, At the close 
of that infamous parade, Goering 
himself told the writer: 

“Bombers, mein herr? Europe 
—and especially England—has no 
need to worry about German 
bombers! I do not plan to build 
anything but sports-machines. If 
Britain, France and Soviet Russia 
renounce bombing, there will be a 
long period of peace. 

“Ja! Real peace, mein herr! I 
got my idea for air-sport from my 
visit to England, in 1909, when I 
watched an English flying- 
machine piloted by Herr Moore- 
Brabazon. 

“He flew a circular mile....and 
that, mein herr, was when your 
British Government refused to 
believe in air power. One of your 
genc-als told me that day that he 
would personally believe air power 
effective and possible only when 
pigs flew! ”

Not one is dissatisfied, not one 
is demented with the mania 
of owning things. 

Not one kneels to another, nor 
to his kind that lived 
thousands of years ago, 

one is respectable or 
unhappy over the whole 
earth. 

Strange how an American poet, 
dead just fifty years ago, should 
have made such a_ searching 
analysis of the “ Hitlerism,” which 
the American President has de- 
nounced for similar reasons, and 
which the American people is now 
resolved to destroy.

LL Nazi Germany still 

A kreos to its Fuehrer; 

still worships its myth 

of Aryan ancestors that lived a 

thousand years ago. But even the 

Herrenvolk. as they choose to -all 

themselves, are beginning “to 

sweat and whine about their con- 
dition ” under Hitler's rule. 

There can be no doubt about 
this. When Hitler made his queer 
speech in the Reichstag last Sun- 
day. he betrayed his own fear of 
the growing unrest within the 
Reich 

Nothing but this fear could have 
induced him to demand an exten- 
sion of his already autocratic 
powers. The Reichstag’s assent 
was meaningless That parlia- 
ment of dummies does what it is 
told. 

It rose to its feet not to confer, 
but to accept, a limitless des- 
potism. Hitler now has the abso- 
lute power of life and death over 
every German citizen, from the 
Judges of the High Courts down 
to the humblest worker and the

most wretched private in his 
cannon-fodder armies 
But this frenzied tyrant, who 


dares to invoke divine protection 
in his devil's work, is no longer 
certain of his power to break the 
might of the United Nations: nor 
vet. by his own singular admis- 
sion. to avert the flood of 

Asiatic barbarism ” which he has 
loosed upon the earth. 
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HAT could Hitler have 

WV eani by those two 
words except that 

Japan's swift successes have 


begun to alarm him? He may, of 
course, have been referring in his 
own distorted language to Russia, 
but the sequence of two sentences 
makes this unlikely. 


In the first. he congratulated 
the Japanese on their “ heroic 
fight.” In the next, he warned 


his countrymen that “the loss of 
the war would be simply the end 


of them” and that “Asiatic bar- 
barism would then descend on 
Europe.” 

It would be interesting to know 
what the Japs themselves make 
of this odd and, to say the least 
of it, untactful allusion. It cer- 
tainly seems to lend some cotour 
to rumours that Hitler may try to 
save his skin at the last moment 
by offering to double-cross his 
Oriental allies. 

Mind you; it is dangerous to 
attach importance to any rumours 
of breaking morale in Germany 
or threatened revolt in Italy or of 
peace offers from any quarter. 

The only thing we can bank on 
is the plain fact that whereas 
the enemy used to take victory 
for certain, he is today obliged to 
talk of the possibility of defeat. 

That is encouraging. Goebbels 
would never change his tactics so 
completely were it not that he 
now needs to stiffen the wavering 
courage and the certainly dwind- 
ling enthusiasm of war-weary 
elements.

F German minorities are 

l war-weary, then, believe me, 

many millions of Italians, 

who had no heart for the fight to 

begin with, are today utterly sick 
of war and all that it implies. 

Mussolini is a falling star, He 
owes his continued authority, such 
as it is, to the German troops and 
Gestapo men who have virtually 
taken control of the administra- 
tion. 

Summoned to meet 
—not on the frontier this time 
but in Salzburg—the wretched 
Duce seems to have agreed to 
send more Italians to the Russian 
front while admitting fresh 
divisions of his German “ allies ” 
into Italy. 

“'The complete accord of views” 
between the two dictators may or 
may not portend a great enemy 


his master 


offensive, but it certainly por- 
tends the doom of Fascism. 
King Victor Emmanuel may 


now be able to read the writing on 
the wall. At all events, he has 
been consulting with men who 
have no love for Mussolini and 
who must realise that Italy can 
gain nothing even from a Nazi 
victory. 

For she went into the war 
chiefiy in the hope of French loot 
—Nice, Corsica, Tunis and the 
rest—and now she fears that Hit- 
ler will either keep all the swag 


for himself or else leave at ‘least 
thirty pieces of silver to the 
French traitor instead of the 


Italian bravo.

O count upon any sensa- 
tional development in 


Italy at the present time 
would be the height of folly, but 
the discontent in that unhappy 
country is not imaginary It is 
real and growing fast, and the day 
may come when we can turn it to 
our advantage 

In this connection let us return 
to Hitler’s speech for a moment, 
because there is one point in it 
particularly worth talking over. 
He said that it is useless for the 
Nazi troops to hope for leave. 

Now a dictatorship can drive its 
civilian population very hard and 
still remain secure. It can enforce 
long hours. cut rations, refuse pav 
increases, destroy the last pretence 
of labour’s freedom and drive 
women and little children like 
cattle to their toil.
